Wage demands of conductor and train- 
men employed on fifty western railroad sys- 
tems were settled yesterday on the basis 
of ah increase of 10 per cent. The agree- 
ment was reached at a conference late in 
the aftermoen and the new rates of pay 
took effect at once. : 

By the increase granted 5,000,000 an- 
nually will be added to the payrolls of the 
roads involved and 76,000 employés will be 
affected. The new agreement was signed 
by A. W. Trenholm, chairman of the ral; 
road general managers committee; A. B. 
Garretson, president of the Order of Rallway 
Conductors; and W. G. Lee, president of the | 
Brotherhood of Rajiroad Trainmen. 

Coupled with the settlement of the en- 
gineers last „ the present agree 
ment makes 4 total of $9,000,000 annual 
wage increases granted by the railroads in 
Chicago conferences within a week. 

The settlement virtually marks the end 
of the great wage movement begun by rail“ 
road émployés of the country more than 
one year ago. Most of the railroads of the 
country, eastern, southern, and western, as 
a result of the d of the employés, 
have granted increases amounting to nearly 
6200, 000,000 annuelly and effecting practi- 
cally every brunch ot the service, with the 
possible exception of the clerical force, 


Compromise Is Agreed Upon, 

A demand of 15 per cent was presented 
originally, and this wae scaled down until 
the railroads offered à raise of 10 per cent. 
In return for this proposition, the conduc- 
tors and trainmen withdrew demands for 
certain rules covering conditions of employ- 
ment and other matters affecting. the em- 
ployés. The settlement includes employés 
in all branches of the train service. 

Every important railroad system, begin- 
ning with and including the Illinois Central, 
operating west to the Pacific coast and from

„President Roosevelt advocates the enact- 
ment of laws on the lines of this bill. It is 
an effort to give poor men an equal chance 
with the men who are supported by wealth in 
aspiring for nomination and election to public 
office. 


Aims to Prevent Grafting. 

“It aims to prevent the grafting of can- 
Gidates and public offiéers for liquors, con- 
tributions, cigars, and other forms of cor- 
rupting influence. It prokébits a candidate 
from spending in his campaigns more than 
one-fourth of one year’s salary of the office 
to which he aspires. It provides for mailing 
to all registered voters some campaign lit- 
erature, partly at the expense of the state. 

“It requires from candidates and their 
agents and party committees sworn item- 
ized statements of the money received and 
paid out. It prohibits corporation contribu- 
tons, makes campaign committees’ bo 
and accounts subject to public examination 
at reasonable times, and provides a method 
for casting out fraudulent ballots. 

It is necessarily long, and looks compli- 
cated. So were the Australian ballot and 
direct primary laws, but they both proved 
simple in operation. This will be as simple 


* as those laws. The members of the People’s 
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Power league believe it is as necessary ag 
they were, and will produce at least as good 
results. ‘ 


Hired Workers Prohibited. 
The bill permits any person to do as much 
writing, speaking, publishing, or other work, 
— — as 2 — as he wishes, without 
„ for any candidate or litical 0 
Hired workers at the polls „ 
cept as challengers and to watch the count. 
It ie made unlawful for any alleged public 
benefit scheme, charitable, religious, or other- 
wise. to beg from candidates or public officers. 
“Candidates and their friends may 
electioneer without limit before election day, 
but on that day the voter shall be allowed 
to go to the polis and vote as his own judg- 
ment dictates, absolutely free from solicita- 
tion, question, or argument for votes, either 
for men, measures, or parties. 
,. This, of course, does net prevent any 
person from giving information to a voter 


on election day when he asks for it, but it 


must mot be offered or volunteered. No 
charges may be lawfully published against 
a candidate’s character untif ten days aftet 
@ copy has been served personally upon him.” 


Arguments of Opponents. 
The English law, upon which the Oregon 
Statute is based, was opposed when under con- 


sideration on the ground that it was SO severe 


and cruel as to make an honest man afraid 
to stand for election. This has not been the 
result of its enforcement.. The act forbids 
en corrupt treating, the conveying voters 
to polls, and such like. “ courtesies,” and 
makes the candidate directly responsible for 
the acts of his agents 

There is one thing that no section of the 
act gives the court any power to condone, 
and that is actual or attempted bribery. As 
stated in Jelf'e “The Corrupt and Illegal 
Practices Prevention Act.“ the habit of giv- 
ing and accepting money, without the passing 


of the money's worth, is not inherent in the 


nature of humanity. 

It is interesting to apply this reasoning to 
the testimony of Representative Link, in the 
Lorimer case, he having admitted he voted 
for Lorimer and afterward received $1,000, 
but he apparently could make no connection 
between the two events nor could, ostensibly, 
the majority of the senate mittee on 
privileges and elections. b

LIMITS THE EXEMPTIONS.

Articles Within $100 Are Restricted by 
Collector’s Mandate. 


New York, Dec, 29.—[Special.}—Collector 
Loeb issued an order today which is likely 
to cause consternation among Americans: 
who travel abroad. 

It was an innocent Wang notice to his 
staff of deputy surveyors and inspectors that 
nothing is to be considered as within the $100 
allowance which each returning resident ts 
allowed to bring in duty free except wearing 
apparel and articles for personal use. 

This means that smal! articles for house- 
hold adornment or use must be declared and 
duty paid even if the returning traveler has 
personal articles worth fer less than the $100 
limit. 


Will Net Thousands of Dollars. 

Until the issuance of this order a person 
returning from abroad could bring in houge- 
hold articles or small articles not for per- 
sonal use duty free provided such articles 
did not exceed the $100 allowance. This is 
now to be changed and thousands of dollars 
in duty win be collected on articles which 
have been admitted free. 

The new order is the result of a notice from 
the secretary of the treasury and is based 
on a decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the case of the United 
States against Bernays. 


Review of Case That Made Basis. 

In the latter part of 1908 A. C. Bernays of 
St. Louis returned from Yokohama, landing 
at San Francisco. He sought to bring in duty 
free pictures, chairs, tables, and trinkets. 
The board of general appraisers decided 
against him and he carried the case into the 
courts. 

During the action Mr. Bernays died. The 
+ courts decided against his heirs and in a deci- 
sion handed down by the United States Cir- 
cuit. court last January the government's 
contention was upheld.

BOILER EXPLODES; KILLS 16; 
MANY OTHERS ARE INJURED, 


Massachusetts Ice Company’s Plant 
Wrecked by Blast—Fear Expressed 
List of Fatalities May Increase. 


Pittsfield, Mass., Dec. 20—Sixteen work- 
men were killed today by the explosion of a 
boller at the plant of the Morewood Lake Ice 
company at Morewood Lake, two miles south 
of this city. Twelve men were killed in- 
etantly, one died shortly after the accident, 
and three others died in the hospital. 

In addition twelve men were injured and it 
was stated tonight at the House of Mercy, 
the hospital to which they were removed, 
that it was feared two of these would die. 

State Officer A. H. McNeill was assigned by 
the Massachusetts police officials to make a 
thorough investigation into the cause of the 
explosion.

LETTERS SUPPLY CLEWS. 


Discovery Follows Unearthing of Head - 
quarters. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—So0me of the evening 
papers assert the police investigations of the 
recent burglaries committed by a band of 
Russiane show that London was the head- 
quarters of a gang which carried on exten- 
sive robberies to get money with which to 
further an anarchistic propaganda.

PEOPLE FLEE IN TERROR. 


Government at Athens Sends Aid to 
Stricken District. 


ATHENG, Greece, Dec. 29—There was a 
violent earthquake in the province of Elis 
‘today, causing heavy damage to buildings. 
The government has dispatched help. 

The earthquakes in the district have been 
continuous for five days. The villages of 
Lechaena, thirty-six miles from Patras, and 
Andravida, about thirty-three miles from 
Patras, have been destroyed. 


Inhabitants Flee in Bain. 
inhabitants of these villages, who 
and 1,800 respectively, have 
fled to Pyrgos. Their distress has been in- 
creased by heavy rains. The shocks con- 
tinue tonight and the full extent of the 
damage is not known.

Pyrgos Town of One Street. 

The site of the long decay ed town of Elis 
is now occupied by a little place called 
Paigopolis. The -capital, Pyrgos, has a 
population of 12,700 and consists mainly of 
one long stret crowded with warehouses. 
It is the largest town but two in the Pelo- 
ponnesus. 


GERMAN FORCE OVER 5,000,000

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PORTUGAL FACING 
A NEW UPHEAVAL? 


Reports by Way of Paris Point 
to Possible Failure of 
the Republic. 


ARMY AND NAVY RBSTIVE. 
Working Class Discontented and 
Political Disappointments 
Add to Trouble. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 20.—Has the republican ad- 
minis#ration of Portugal broken down atter 
barely three months’ existence? 

Statements of considerable definiteness 
reached Paris tonight suggesting that the 
question can be answered affirmatively. It 
is asserted among other things that the Brit- 
ish minister at Lisbon has telegraphed to 
his government asking that a warship be 
sent there immediately, that the provisional 
government no longer is able to rely on the 
army and navy, and that three crgisers con- 
sequently have been sent away from Lisbon 
on various pretexrts. 

News of the anti-monarchical outbreak at 
the beginning of October first reached the 
world by way of Paria, and the fact that to- 
night’s reports are given currency by the 
sober Temps adds weight to them 

Restlessness Among Workers. 

The Temps in addition to stating that 
there is disaffaction in the army and navy 
says there is restlessness among the work- 
ing classes, that they are bitter against the 
government and are making demands thet 
it is impossible for the latter to satisfy. It 
also ig reported that the administration 
has discovered that a secret society is plot- 
ting to restore the monarchy, and that the 
‘leaders have been arrested. 

It is noteworthy, however, that these dis- 
quieting stories come from Madrid, whose 
mews centers are im no wise necessarily 
mirrors of truth, especially where Portugal is 
concerned. Nevertheless, mailed reports 
from Lisbon which have reached England 
at intervals in the last few weeks have 
been such as to prepare one to expect a 
crisis. 

Numerous strikes in Lisbon and elaewhere 
have been a feature of these reports Te 
working classes think the government has 
not sufficiently recognized the Share they 
took in establishing the republic. They ap- 
parently expected that the change of gov- 
ernment would bring the millennium, and 
their disappointment is commensurate with 
their disillusionment. They have made de- 
mands of their employers which the latter 
declare it is impossible to grant, but, which 
the workers relied on the government to 
enforce. Finding out their mistake the prole- 
tariat has become generally disaffected to- 
ward the republican rulers and according to 
current reports threatens grave trouble. 


Insubordination Reported Rampant. 

Insubordination in the army and navy ie 
said to be rampant. Discipline has been en- 
tirely lost Many officers of both services 
have resigned, finding it impossible to con- 
tinue in their commands. 

The cruiser Braga, formerly the Dom Car- 
los, recently was ordered to proceed to Ma- 
deira to assist in enforcing the anti-cholera 
measures. The crew flatly refused to go, 
and when the ship consequently was ordered 
on @ disciplinary cruise the men threatened 
reprisals. 

It is said a repercussion of the mutiny at 
Rio de Janeiro is felt throughout the Portu- 
guese navy, which is likely to fall the re- 

blic in the hour of need as it failed the 
narchy. 

Another reported cause of the unrest is 
the struggle among the place hunters. Poll 
tice is a trade in Portugal, and everybody 
who assisted in the revolution is clamoring 
for a share of the spoils. There are ten 
applicants for every vacancy, and those 
who are disappointed foment discord. 


Ruling on Judges Attacked. 

The abandonment of the prosecution of ex- 
Premier Franco and his fellow ministers is 
another cause of discontent. The judges 
who ruled that Franco and his colleagues 
came under the amnesty proclamation and 
ordered their release have been bitterly at- 
tacked by the republican press. 

The government, apparently with a view to 
appeasing the outcry, decreed that the 
judges be transferred to Goa, a Portuguese 
possession in India, but they were to retain 
the same salaries they received at Lisbon. 
The extremists are not satisfied with this 
and have demanded that more drastic treat- 
ment be accorded the ‘judges. 

Trade, too, is suffering. Money is not cir- 
culating freely and the commercial classes, 
which are mainly republican, are badly hit. 
The government has been forced to issue 
more paper money than the gold reserve war- 
rants. It is reported that for some time 


financial circles in Paris have been con- 


vinced that a crisis is inevitable. } 


Moneyed Class Send Cash to Paris. 

Moneyed Portuguese have been transfer- 
ring their wealth to Paris, where many 
prominent Portuguese have emigrated dur- 
ing the last month. These say the conditions 
in their country are approaching chaos and 
that the government has not strength to cope 
with the situation.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. Mal Paso, said 
to have been the stronghold of the revolu- 
tionists in the state of Chihuahus, was cap- 
tured today by the fedéral forces, according 
to telegrams received late tonight by gov- 
ernment officials here.

Col. Escuedero ordered his men to advance 
upon the position held by the insurgents 
and after a sharp skirmish the revolutionists 
fied, leaving the pass in the 22 of 
the federal forces. 

No details of the casualties in the engage- 
ment were given in official dispatches to- 
night.

CHIHUAHUA, Dea. 29.—Col. Martin L. 
Guzman, who wae in command of the troop 
train which was shot up at Mal Paso, died 
of his wound today. He was one of the 
best known soldiers in Mexico. 


Rodriguez Turns Up Alive. 

Guadalajara, Mexioo, Dec. 29.—Amtonjo 
Rodriguez, supposed to have been burned at 
the stake at Rock Springs, Tex., is in Guada- 
lajara, hale and hearty.

It owes ite creation largely to Mat Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, who married the 
widowed Queen Mary of France, sister of 
Henry VIII., and who efitertained the latter 
monarch therein 1541. After the death of his 
royal consort this duke married Katherine, 
Baroness of Willoughby d'Presby in her own 
right. He left her Grimsthorpe castle, and 
she in turn bequeathed it to, her son by a 
subsequent marriage, since whicb time it has 
always been in the possession of the Wil- 
loughby of Nresby famfiy. 

The oldest part of the structure was bullt 
as far back ae the reign of King John, while 
in the more modern parts the hand of Sir 
John Vanbrugh, the creater of Bienheim, 
and of many other famous palaces, is ap- 
parent. The antiquity of many portions of the 
castle is perhape best indicated by the fact 
that inthe second drawing room, for in- 
stance, the embrasure of the window is from 
six to eight feet deep.

“MET” REORGANIZATION PLAN 
FILED WITH NEW YORK BOARD. 


Preft Provides for Organization of a 
New Corporation Which Will Take 
Over the Assets of the Old. 


New York, Dec. 29.—A comprehensive plan 
| for the reorganization of the Metropolitan 
Street railway company of this city; which 
has been in the hands of a receiver since 
September 27, 1907, with a petition for ap- 
prova) of the plan, was filed today with the 
public service commission by a joint com- 
mitte representing the bondholdera 

The draft provides for the. organization of 
a new corporation which will take over the 
assets and liabilities of the Metropolitan sys- 
tem, amounting to about $136,000,000, and for 
a complete readjustment of its .tangled 
finances under an agreement entered into by 
the bondholders. The new capital needed 
for the enterprise, estimated at $10,000,000, 
will be raised by assessment. 

An unusual provision of the proposed reor- 
ganization is that holders of personal injury 
claims egainst the Metropolitan or its subsid- 
laries be permitted to participate in the read - 
justment on the same basie as the most 
favored bondholders, but with the restriction 
that such claimants shall not be Hable for 
assessments necessary to the carrying out of 
the reorganization. 

The plan was drafted by a joint com mittee 
named by committees from tbe 5 per cent 
and 4 2 cent bondholders.

There, Insolvent, Did Busi- 
nese Two Years. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Disclosures 
following the forced liquidation of the 
Quanah National bank of Quanah, Tex.., 
ten Gays ago, caused the. controller of 
the currency today to issue an order di- 
recting every one of the 7,200 national banks 
in the United Statés to install what prac- 
tleally amounts to a uniform system of 
bookkeeping. 

Investigation of the Quanah bank dis- 
closed that it had been doing business for 
the last two years, although undoubtedly 
insolvent, and although ingpected at regu- 
lar intervals by national bank examiners. 
During that time the examiners were un- 
able to learn the bank's true condition, 
largely because the management refused 
to keep d proper record of its business trans- 
actions. The entire capital of $50,000 and 
probably some of the $38,000 surplis was 
paid out to stockholders as dividends. 

In a statement issued today Controller 
Murray says his examiners were hoodwinked 
for two years by the way the bank handled : 


— its notes. 


Jugsled Worthless Paper. 

“During these tho years, the controller 
saya, the bank carried comparatively littie 
‘past due paper, all of the notes having 
the appearance of being promptly paid or 
renewed. The bank had no discount regis- 
ter, and the various earning accounts were 
kept in such a manner as to make it prac- 
tically impossible to audit them. By this 
méthod' of accounting the bank, without de- 
tection by the examiner, had the doubtful 
and worthiese notes renewed, with the m- 
terest added to the note at the time of re- 
newal. This interest on worthless paper had 
not heen collected, and was credited to some 
one of the earning accounts, and, as the 
dividends were regularly paid, this resulted 
in paying the capita) out to shareholders as 
dividends.” 

Reports to ‘headquarters show that an ex- 
aminer finally did become suspicious ehortly 
before the bank's closing, and insisted that — 
new set of books be installed. 


Sudden Return Causes Crash. 

This the officers did under. protest, the re- 
port says, and abandoned the new system 
to return to the old one two days later, after 
the examiner had left town. Returning to 
Quanah unexpectedly, the examiner found 
the change and reported it by telegraph to 
Washington. 

When a special representative of the con- 
trbller’s office rushed to Quanah he found 
the bank’s capital of $50.000 and surplus of 
$38,000 completely wiped out. By taking 
real estate notes from directors and officials 
and discounting the notes he restored the 
bank to solvency, so that it could be forced 
into voluntary Mquidation. A new insti- 
tution named the Citizens’ National Bank of 
Quanah immediately was formed under the 
direction of the controller, and took over the 
old bank. 


Take No Chances in Future. 

To insure a system of bookkeeping by 
which the true condition of a nationa) bank 
can be determined at any moment, the order 
issued today directs examiners, on finding a 
dank whose exact condition they cannot de- 
termine, to report the fact by telegraph to 


Washington and give the management of the 
bank thirty days to install the necessary 
books 


“At the end of that period,” says the con- 
troller’s order, the examiner will return 
to the bank, at its expense, to determine tf 
instructions have been complied with. If 
the necessary ‘booke have not been installed 
he will remain in the bank, at its expense, 
until such books are installed, under the di- 
rection and supervision of the examiner.”* * 

No criminal or other proceedings to fix the 
responsibility for the Quanah National’s con- 
dition have been started.
